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MAD DOG PRISON STUDY 


The Held of prison study, said J. Q. Hoi- 


sopple, chief psychologist of the New Jersey 
Department of Institutions and Agencies, in 
a talk before the American Association of 
Applied Psychologists, has in it too many 
people who don't know what they are doing. 


"There is evidence that the field has been 


a bit crowded with neophytes, amateurs, am- 
bitious hacks, persons with characteristics 
disqualifying them from other positions, and 
a few with a missionary zeal and sacrificial 
attitude which is no help to their scientific 
attitude. Many prison wardens have been 
constantly subjected to sadistic propaganda 
emanating from penologists and criminolo- 
gists of the mad dog school." 


What Mr. Holsopple would like to see is a 


sane and careful study made by trained psy- 
chologists who would in a scientific manner 
accumulate data which could be used in 
practical prison reform. 


There is much to be said for the under- 


taking of such a survey. Neither the zealot 
who would change every prisoner over night 
by the special religious means preferred by 
the individual zealot, nor the optimistic edu- 
cator who thinks that all prisoners need la 
education, nor yet the cruel sadist who 
thinks every prisoner a mad dog incapable 
of responding to any kindness or effort has 
the whole story. For criminals are as varied 
in their qualities and their needs and capa- 
bilities as the general public outside prison 
walls. 


Human decency in their care Is a primary 


function of the state. Beyond that, there is 
a great field about which little is known. If 
the psychologists can get somewhere with it, 
the world will be grateful. Certainly the im- 
provement in penology by other people has 
gone very slowly through many centuries.

BUBBLES 


Bubbles have always seemed beautiful but 


simple tilings, playthings for children. They 
were just thin shells of liquid filled with air, 
that made wonderful little mirrors with an 
iridescence that gave them an ever-chang- 
ing charm. Like everything else, they grow 
more complicated when science starts study- 
ing them, as it has been doing lately. No 
longer are they tinning toys, but subjects of 
serious work in costly laboratories manned 
by savants, using mile-a-minute films that 
make 2,000 pictures a second. 


"Bubbles are not the simple things they 


nppear to be in bubble gum or coming from 
a soapsuds pipe," says Dr. Gustavus J. 
Esselen of Boston, telling the American 
Chemical Society about them. "They are 
complex worlds in themselves, in which tiny 
fragments of liquid shoot around inside like 
particles whirling around the nucleus of an 
atom." This is true of the tiniest as well 
as the largest bubbles, and has not been 
known before. 


So this very complicated world grows more 


intricate and puzzling than ever. A pipe- 
bubble may be as much worth studying as 
a sun. In the smallest things as in the big- 
gest, we find incredible activity and evidence 
of tremendous forces in operation. And the 
more we know the more there seems to 
learn.

As a delay In obtaining the right type of blood 


In an emergency, and inakln'g sure also that the 
b)ood Is free from syphilis, may mean the life of 
the patient, what Is quite properly called a "blood 
bank" has been established at tho Cook County 
Hospital, Chicago, by Dr. Bernard Fantus. The de- 
tails a* recorded in the Annals ot Internal Medicine 
are: 


Depositing blood. Staff physicians obtain from 


the laboratory pint flasks containing about two 
ounces of the preserving solution—sodium citrate. 
These flasks cary two teat tubes for the collection 
ot a small quantity of whole blood for the purpose 
of typing it and testing for syphilis. The blood is 
taken Immediately to the laboratory. 


Keeping the blood. The blood Is filed away by 


the laboratory official in the refrigerator, where it 
can be kept at proper temperature.. The blood may 
thus be kept for a week or longer. 


Drawing on the blood bank. When a ji'atien 


need* a blood transfusion, a small quantity of his 
blood is taken and typed, and the house physician 
make* out on a blank form the amount and type of 
blood needed. 


Where blood is obtained for the bank. The main 


tource of the blood to be kept in the blood bank Is 
obtained from the healthy volunteer donor or giver, 


The advantage of the blood bank over the prc- 


vlou* method I* that only one donor needs to be 
bled. 


Another point or advantage of the blood bank 


1* that when a patient knows that he must undergo 
an operation (not an emergency operation) he can 
depoilt one pint of blood In the bank a week or two 
before the operation and so have it ready should 
It be needed during or following the operation. 


The bank can also 'loan' blood. Anyone who 


owe* hi* life to a blood transfusion can give blood 
to someone else In great need of blood.

common booth used by partisans 
of any color. Even in states which 
require psrty registration, where 
raters are checked against the 


party lists when they appear to 
vote, it is often easy to change one s 
allegiance just before election day. 
* * • 


'Welcome Stranger' 


The practical politicians are not 


unhappy about that. If they are 
touting a man for nomination, they 
want to get any legitimate voter 
they can interest into the prima- 
ries to help nominate him. And if 
they can interest a Republican in 
a Democratic contest and bring 
him into the party at primary time, 
they like it. They figure the Re- 
publican may follow through for 
the man he likes in the general 
election. But whether he does ot 
not, he will have helped build up a 
significantly large party primary 
vote, which 14 supposed to be a 
potent influence in a campaign. 
• They are inclined to ask wnere 
they are going to look for converts 
except in the ranks of the people 
who have had contrary political 
inclinations previously.

The question of political moral- 


ity which puzzles our practical 
politician is this: If President Wil- 
son was right and the situation 
is still as he described it, the for- 
mer Republicans who v o t e d 
against Senator Pope may well 
have been part of this supreme 
group of independents. 
For the most part the practical 


politicians hereabout leave such 
ielicate questions to the theorists 
nigh in the councils of party. 


Somebody, they say, has to get 


things done—politically.

Europe's Men o'War Ready With Guns if Diplomats Fail 


I'l MMt FamMa Shrine 


Montierrat, Spain, it the name of 


'a fantastic mountain pass that rise* 
abruptly to a height of 3,000 feet 
from the rolling foothills of Cata- 
lonia. It is also the name of a fa* 
tnovs monntery, which clings like 
•ft swallow's nest halfway up the 
sleep slopes of the mountain, about 
•8 miles northwest of Barcelona. 
For centuries this medieval Bene- 
dictine monastery has been the na- 
.tion's most famous shrine, to which 
thousands of the Spanish faithful 
make pilgrimage each year to pay 
homage to what is called the Black 
iVirgJn. This wooden image, dark- 
ened by age, is not, however, the 
only source of Montscrrat's fame, 
ifoatierrat, in Catalan tradition, is 
the Montsalvatsh or Monsalvat of 
the Middle ages, site of the castle of 
the Koly Grail. Here Ignatius of 
l«rola, a wounded soldier, knelt 
ta prayer, and went away to found 
fee Society of Jesus.
